His name 
is also reported MATTHEW MICAJAH JOSEPH THOMAS 
ANTHONY. 

All this appeared in ANTHONY ROOTS AND BRANCHES. 
Although Matthew’s Bible gave birth dates, no marriage or death 
dates were included. Would jike to know the spouses of these 
children, especially Martha Jane. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The Colden - Rhine manuscript collection at 
Hargrett Library, U GA Library, Athens, GA 30602, concerns these 
Wilkes Co. Anthonys. Whether it’s more reliable than ANTHONY 
ROOTS AND BRANCHES, | don’t know. 
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WILLINGHAM - Ms. Virginia Singletary, Rt. 1 Box 724, Alte, TX 
75925 asks how JEREMIAH WILLINGHAM kept avoiucag the 
census taker? He showed up in 1816 in Wayne Co., ME with a male 
under 21 and one over 21, a female under 21 ani: «:ne over 21, 

In 1817 there he returned 1 white poll and 1 slave. [This means that 
male under 21 still had not reached adulthood.] 

1820 census of MS, only Willinghams are in Monroe Co., but no 
Jeremiah. 

1830 census of MS, no Willinghams, but a woman of the age to be 
Jeremiah’s wife Susan, was living in the home of son-in-law 
GEORGE HARRISON in Perry Co., MS, 

Had assumed that Jeremiah was dead before 1830, yet found him in 
1834 purchasing 2 parcels of land next to the Harrisons in Rankin 
Co., MS. Both he and Susan signed a deed in 1839 disposing of one 
parcel. Susan apparently was again living with the Harrisons in 1840, 
and was definitely with them in the 1850 census of Cherokee Co., TX. 
Meanwhile, back in Rankin Co., MS, a 90 year old Jeremiah 
Willingham m. 39 year old widow MISSOURI ENNIS in 1848. They 
are listed together in the 1850 census. 

"Need help with this mixed-up situation." 


EDITOR’S NOTE: You surely do! Jeremiah was apparently living 
intermittently with Susan, if she were his wife, and there should be 
some evidence of separate maintenance or divorce found somewhere 
if he were free to remarry in 1848.

MOORE and ELLEN McEWEN who were the parents of 
WINFIELD MOORE b. 1797 Mecklenburg Co., NC. Winfield m. 
SARAH BURKE of Burke Co., GA, now Jenkins Co. They came to 
TX Republic in 1834; he changed his name there to WILLIAM M. 
DAVIS. Why?

My Elizabeth 
Willingham was born 1802 in Greene Co., from there they migrated 
to Miss. apparently first in Wayne Co, they bought and sold 
property in Rankin county and Elizabeth married George Washington 
Harrison in Rankin Co. In the 1850 census Jeremiah, at age 93, 
is listed in Simpson co. with another wife, Missouri Ennis whom 
he married in 1848 in Rankin co. Susan was listed in Texas with 
her son-in-law and daughter, George & Elizabeth Harrison. T 
haven't been able to find a divorce in Rankin, so I don't know 
what goes on. 


I think that my Jeremiah was the son of Jerrold 

(Jerrell etc.), who was the son of John. I think that he married 
first in Va. to Tabitha Powell. 

Tf you find out anything 
additional re: this man, I would greatly appreciate it.
